Repeal the Indexed Gas Tax 


si uestion 1 on the bal- 
y lot November 4 calls 
for voters to repeal 


the automatic gas tax hikes 
passed by the legislature

In 2013, Beacon Hill voted 
‘to tie the Massachusetts gas 


tax to inflation, specifically 
fhe Consumer Price Index 
(CPI. 

According to the Executive 
Office of Administration 
and Finance, the trans- 
portation financing plan 
assumes that the inflation 
on gas taxes will boost rev- 
enues for roads and bridges 
by $5.7 million in fiscal 2015 
and grow annually to $182.6 
million by fiscal 2024. 

Included in that vote was a 


‘three-cent per gallon tax 


hike already in effect, which 
repealing the tax at the bal- 
lot box won’t change. 
Increases from indexing the 
gas tax won’t be collected 
until January 2015. 

Opponents of the gas tax 
don't buy into the hype, 
which many liken to taxa- 
tion without representation 
by allowing automatic tax 
hikes without ’a legislative 
vote. : 

“Our roads and bridges 
should be paved in gold for 
what we pay in taxes,” said 
State Representative Jim 
Lyons in a recent press 
statement. “I urge voters to 
repeal automatic tax hikes. 
The linkage of the gas tax is 
a license to waste.” 
‘Likewise, Representative 
Jim Miceli was one of three 
democrats who voted 
against the indexed gas tax. 
In a letter to Town Crier 
readers earlier this summer 
he wrote, “Everyone from 
our business owners to 
employees to full-time par- 
ents would find themselves 
paying considerably more 


‘hard-earned dollars at the 


pump. It is my duty in the 
government to ensure that 
dollars are first being spent 
in an efficient manner.” 

By allowing the indexing 
to stand, voters would 
spend-happy 
legislature to peg other 
taxes to the CPI - continu- 
ing a cycle of increasing 
taxes without any incentive 
to reduce spending.

Prevent tipping furniture from: ;: 
injuring or killing young children | 


WASHINGTON — _ The 
nation’s emergency physi- 
cians handle tragic situa- 
tions. too often, but few 
things are more upsetting 
than the sudden death of a 
child — killed by a piece of a 
furniture, appliance or a tel- 
evision falling on them. 

“It can happen in a matter 
of seconds probably in any- 
one’s home,” said Dr. Alex 
Rosenau, president: of the 
American College of 
Emergency Physicians 
(ACEP). “Every parent or 
guardian of a young child 
should look around their 
homes and imagine what 
could tip over, fall off walls 
and injure a_ child. 
Imagining it is better than it 
becoming a reality.” 

About 43,000 people annual- 
ly were treated in emergency 
departments between 2009 
and 2011 as a result of 
objects tipping over (such as 
televisions, dressers, file 
cabinets, large appliances, ) 
according to the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 
Sixty-percent of those emer- 
gency visits were from chil- 
dren. 294 children died in 


that time span -. ranging 


from one-month to 8-years- 
old. 

You may recall a child was 
killed in Woburn a few years 
ago when a bookcase fell at a 
daycare center. 


How to Prevent 


Injuries of Fatalities: 


e Properly secure all furni- 
ture (especially with shelves, 
drawers and doors) to walls 
and remove furniture that is 
top-heavy and cannot be 
secured.Check with home 
improvement stores or child 
retail stores and ask experts 
what they recommend. 

* Secure all computer mon- 
itors. 

¢ Keep television and tom- 
puter equipment low to the 
ground. 

¢ Do not place any objects 
on top of a television. 

e¢ Place heavy and often- 
used items low to the ground. 


e Secure or remove artwork 
that could potentially fall 
and injure a child, like a 
sculpture or large painting. 

e Secure appliances such as 
refrigerators, ovens and 
microwaves, from tipping 
over. 

_¢ If you have a mounted tel- 

evision, make sure it’s in a 
place that’s out or reach for 
a young child. 

e Put up safety gates to 
keep young children from 
rooms that have may have 
greater risks.

such as her geraniums, do not want to sit in wet soil. She 
started a side garden alongside her house in planters and 
pots which need more water and attention because the pots 
dry out faster. “No matter what you have it takes time and 
energy. You have to understand your property.” 

Woods buys bales of salt marsh hay and allows them to rot 
naturally in her backyard so in the fall, it makes for good 
mulch around the base of her plants. Towards the end of 
fall, she is big on “putting the garden to bed.” “I cut back 
everything - I happen to be that kind of gardener.” Her 
perennials are cut right down to the ground. Her rose of 
Sharon is cut from seven feet down to five. “All plants get 
hacked,” she said, signifying the season has come to an end 
and all the work is done before winter starts. 

Having a good garden, according to Woods, is a combina- 
tion of knowledge and interest. “Read, think, talk to others 
and experiment,” she said. “If you have the interest and the 
curiosity, you will succeed.”

By BRENDAN FOLEY 
Sports Correspondent 
brendanmfoley@outlook.com 
WILMINGTON- For the 
tenth year in a row, the com- 
munity of Wilmington is ral- 
lying together for the annual 
half marathon/5K road race, 
which will be held a week 
from Sunday. 

The massive race will 
again by hosted by the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce to raise money 
for local scholarship pro- 
grams.

Now looking to expand and 
continue to find charitable 
works to continue in Sean’s 
name, Team Collier part- 
nered with the Chamber of 
Commerce for this year’s 5K 
and half marathon. 

“We grew up in 
Wilmington, and Sean went 
to Wilmington High,” said 
Sean’s_ sister, Jennifer 
Rogers. “We wanted to keep 
his scholarship going. We all 
received scholarships on our 
way into college, and this 
seemed like a good way to do 
some good in Sean’s name.” 

In the aftermath of Sean’s 
death, there was an outpour- 
ing of grief over his loss, and 
support for his family, sever- 
al of: whom still live in 
Wilmington. In establishing 
scholarships in Sean’s name, 
his friends, family and class- 
mates hope to express their 
gratitude to the town. 

“We know that the town of 
Wilmington has been a big 
supporter of us, and we 


- wanted to do something to 


give back to the town,”

ed in memory of Kelli 
Murray after her passing in 
2010. Two scholarships each

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Fall to Winchester in close battle again 


Wildcats fall a foot shy in season opener,

WINCHESTER - For the 
seeond straight year, it came 
down to a conversion and for 
thé second straight time 
Winchester emerged and 
Wilmington came up short. 

Last year it was a kick that 
pushed the Sachems to a vic- 
tory, and on Saturday it was 
a running play which fell 
just: inches shy of the goal 
line. Matt Penney's attempt 
to the right was stopped by 
Christopher Carey, and that 
tackle helped Winchester 
come away with an exciting 
21-20 victory over the 
Wildcats in a Middlesex 
League cross-over non- 
league game played 
Saturday afternoon at 
Knowlton Stadium. 

Wilmington came out very 
slow, before  outplaying 
Winchester throughout the 
second half and coming 
baek from a 14-0 deficit. The

down 21-14 with 5:22 left, 
only to march right down 
thé field and score with 1:38 
to go making it a one-point 
game. 

“We missed (the first PAT 
kick) so we were going for 
two,” said Wildcat head 
coach Mike Barry. 

Barry went on to say that 
the-conversion try isn't the 
reason why the Wildcats 
lost. 

“The first half we didn't 
come to play and it showed,” 
said Barry. “In the second 
half, we tightened up on 
some things and then they 
made the big play on the 
fade (to score the touch- 
down) and we knew they 
were going to throw that a 
couple of times. They just hit 
iti”: 

Wilmington's defense gave 
up-a total of 250 yards of 
offense, including 200 in the 
air from Michael Grassey, 
who completed 15-of-22 pass- 
es for the Sachems. Of the 
250 yards, 169 came in the 
first half. 

“T believe that we're going 
to be a good football team 
this year but it's really a 
simple formula,” said Barry. 
“If we don't come ready to 
play teams in the first half 
and don't come ready to 
play teams on an even field, 
it's just not going to work for 
us. So we have to go back to 
the locker room, we have to 
go: back to the drawing 


it. 

“We have a lot of faith in 
these guys. My faith and my 
confidence in this team has- 
n't shaken after today. I'm 
down because we lost, but I 
have all of the faith in these 
kids.” 

Wilmington struggled all 
day. long with its pass 
defense. Of Grassey's 15 
completions, nine of them 
were of ten yards or more 
including completions of 45, 
24, 22 and 19 yards. 

“It's just a matter of tight- 
ening it up on the pass 
defense,” said Barry. 
“(Grassey is) a good quar- 
terback but we made him 
look like an All-American. 
He's a very good high school 
quarterback but we made 
him look like Aaron 
Rodgers. The pass defense 
wasn't what we expected 
and we just have to tight- 
ened it up.” 

It took just four scrimmage 
plays before Grassey found 
the end zone as he connect- 
ed over the middle to run- 
ning back Timothy O'Brien 
for a 19-yard strike. Carey's 
PAT kick was good and 
Winchester led 7-0 just 3:29 
into the game. 

Winchester got the ball 
back shortly after that 
pouncing on a fumble on its 
own 45. From there it took 
nine plays before Grassey 
found Stephen Fitzpatrick 
from 24 yards out and the 
kick was good to go up 14-0 
with 1:22 left in the first 
quarter. 

Later in the second quar- 
ter, Wilmington started to 
get things rolling offensive- 
ly.

The feedback gathered 
through the event will be 
used to explore ways to 
more effectively address 
this serious and growing 
issue on multiple levels.

The Mystic Valley Public 
Health Coalition - made up 
of Melrose, Medford, 
Malden, Stoneham, 
Wakefield and Reading - is 
currently in the second 
phase of a three-year grant 
from the state Department 
of Public Health’s Bureau of 
Substance Abuse Service. 

In 2012 DPH awarded the 
group $100,000 per year for 

three years to help reduce the 
number of overdoses, improve 
the response to overdoses 
when they do occur and curb 
the misuse of prescription opi- 
oids. 

The grant could be extend- 
ed to seven years, if enough 
funding exists. 

Opioids include heroin and 
prescription medications such 
as oxycodone (Percocet, 
OxyContin) and hydrocodone 
(Vicodin). 

"We need to build the 
capacity of the entire cluster 
to address primary prevention 
of substance use," said

"We’re trying to 
reduce the number of fatal 
and nonfatal overdoses and 
that’s really the end goal for 
everything." 

To gather information, the 
group held focus groups with 
families of current and past 
users, as well as youth and 
school nurses. 

The local research sup- 
ported an existing belief that 
prescription opioids are a 
gateway drug to heroin. 

Drug overdose was respon- 
sible for 41,340 deaths in the 
US in 2011. US overdose 
deaths have increased for 12 
successive years. In 2011, and 
for the fourth year in a row, 
the number of US citizens 
whose deaths were drug-relat- 
ed exceeded the number of 
fatalities in road traffic acci- 
dents (33,561). Almost five 
people per hour died of over- 
dose in the US in 2011. 

In 2012 there were 668 resi- 
dents who died of an uninten- 
tional Opioid overdose in 
Massachusetts. 

In Massachusetts, “more 
people are killed by opioid 
overdoses in Massachusetts 
than by car accidents.” 
(OPEN, Overdose & 
Prevention Education 
Network). According to the 
MA Department of Public 
Health, the average rate of 
fatal and non-fatal overdoses 
from opiates in the Mystic 
Valley from 2008-2010 were; 
Malden 62, Medford 55, 
Melrose 17.7, Wakefield 16, 
Stoneham 13.3 and Reading 
ui. 

In Reading, opiates killed 
20 people from 2003-2012. Over 
a seve year period, the 
Reading Fire Department 
reports it has responded to 162 
overdose calls. 

RCASA (Reading Coalition 
Against Substance Abuse) 
conducted an audit of 153 
Reading Police cases from 
2012 that involved substances. 
They found that 24% of cases 
involved opiates. In 2012, 59% 
of the 180 Reading residents 
admitted for state substance 
abuse treatment reported 
heroin and other opiate mis- 
use. 

The purpose of the grant 
awarded to the Mystic Valley 


- Public Health Coalition is to: 


¢ implement local policy, 
practice, systems and ecologi- 
cal change to prevent opioid 
misuse/abuse 

¢ prevent/reduce uninten-

A bad batch of heroin is 
believed to have caused a 
spike in drug-related death 
rates across the state over the 
summer, leading many com- 
munities north, of Boston to 
equip police with Narcan, an 
emergency naloxone nasal 
spray that revives patients 
who stop breathing during an 
opiate overdose. 

Two of those communities 
are Burlington and North 
Reading.

“The Skeleton Twins” 
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IT’S A FAMILIAR SORT OF STORY, but The Skeleton Twins stands out for its incredi- 
bly. precise balance of comedy and genuine drama. 


“THE SKELETON 
TWINS” 

- ARK 

It’s difficult to walk into a 
film without at least some 
idea of what you’re about to 
watch. You’re usually going 
to-have some opinion on the 
actors, the director, the con- 
cept and so on. With that 
said, I stepped into The 
Skeleton Twins expecting 
the kind of quirky family- 
ties comedy that’s typical of 
SNL veterans Bill Hader 
and Kirsten Wiig, its two 
stars. What I got instead 
was a surprisingly nuanced 
film, a tale of an estranged 
and broken pair of people 
rallying together in one 
final attempt to sort their 
messy existences out. 

. \Hader and Wiig play Milo 

and Maggie, respectively, a 
pair of emotionally and geo- 
graphically estranged 
twins. When Milo’s failed 
suicide attempt leaves 
Maggie with little option but 
to take him in, the two of 
them embark on a stag- 
gered voyage of re-connec- 
tion and recollection. There 
are a few peripheral charac- 
ters, like Maggie’s husband 
played by Luke Wilson and 
an. absolutely wonderful 
supporting turn from Ty 
Burrell, but this is Maggie 
and Milo’s story first and 
everything else second. 

‘It’s a familiar sort of 
story, but The Skeleton 
Twins stands out for its 
ineredibly precise balance 
of: comedy and genuine 
drama. The humour itself is 
about as natural as it’s pos- 
sible to be, with every single 
laugh in the film stemming 
from deadpan dialogue and 
completely realistic social 
sifuations. 

‘The laughs are re-bal- 
anced by the- genuine power 
and hurt that’s on constant 
show throughout the film, 
and there is never a point 
where a punch is pulled for 
the sake of a cheap laugh - 
but neither are there any 
laughs pulled for the sake of 
over-dramatizing. 

‘Wiig and Hader have 
beth significantly toned 
down their comic personas

downtrodden people who 
probably couldn’t appropri- 
ately spring a one-liner if 
they wanted to. While they 
are both great turns, Hader 
is especially wonderful with 
a mumbled and softly spo- 
ken performance punctuat- 
ed with outrageous lines 
and the perfect amount of 
emotional insight. 

These are believable peo- 
ple, foibles and all, and the 
film has such a good heart 
that you don’t begrudge 
Maggie and Milo their mis- 
takes - that’s just the way 
people are. 

The Skeleton Twins is a 
very pleasant surprise. It’s 
not the loudest, it’s not the 
funniest, but in its own 
familiar-yet-different way 
The Skeleton Twins is a 
wonderful comedy-drama 
made with heart and filled 
with plenty of broken ones.

Opioid Forum

has successfully used Nasal Narcan for the first time to revive 
an opioid overdose patient. 

On September 6, North Reading Police Officers Sean 
O’Leary and Jason Connolly were the first rescuers on scene for 
a report of an unconscious man lying on the ground. When offi- 
cers arrived, the patient was barely breathing and unrespon- 
sive. 

Shortly after beginning first aid procedures, an assessment 
of the situation led police to believe he had overdosed. The offi- 
cers administered two doses of Narcan, and seconds after the 
second dose was administered, the man regained conscious- 
ness. He was transported to an area hospital for further treat- 
ment. : 

"This is why we aggressively sought to bring Narcan into our 
department, to save lives," Chief Murphy said. "Drug overdose 
is an unfortunate reality in all of our communities, and North 
Reading is not going to turn a blind eye toward the crisis." 

In June, Narcan (Naloxone) was deployed in all North 
Reading Police Cruisers after every sworn officer in the depart- 
ment completed an intensive training program with Lieutenant 
Mark Zimmerman and Detective Thomas Hatch. 

Narcan, the brand name for Naloxone, is an “opioid antago- 
nist,” which means it displaces opioid from receptors in the 
brain and can immediately reverse the effects of an overdose. 
Narcan has few side effects, and it will not harm a patient who 
has not overdosed. Nasal Narcan does not use needles/sharps, 
further increasing its safety. Narcan can be used to reverse 
heroin overdose, as well as overdoses of OxyContin, Percocet, 


‘Percodan; ‘and hydrocodone drugs like Vicodin.

Many people are familiar 
with the gluten-free movement, 
even if they don’t tailor their 
diets around gluten-free foods. 
What began as a relatively 
unknown dietary restriction 
among people diagnosed with a 
certain intestinal disease has 
branched out to include many 
other people who avoid gluten 
for various health reasons. 

A sensitivity to or intoler- 
ance of gluten is not the same 
as suffering from celiac dis- 
ease, a condition that requires 
people to refrain from eating 
gluten. Understanding the dif- 
ferences between the disease 
and the decision to avoid gluten 
can make it easier to under- 
stand the various effects gluten 
has on the body. 

What is gluten? 

Gluten is a protein compos- 
ite found primarily in wheat 
and other grains, such as bar- 
ley, rye and spelt. The stored 
proteins of corn and rice are 
sometimes called glutens, but 
their compositions differ from 
true gluten. 

Gluten often is found natu- 
rally in foods and is an impor- 
tant source of protein. Gluten 
also may be added to foods to 
supplement their protein con- 


-tent. 


Gluten gives dough its elas- 
ticity and helps breads rise and 
keep their shape. Gluten usual- 
ly gives baked goods a chewy 
texture. Baking will make 
gluten molecules come togeth- 
er, which stabilizes the shape of 
the final product. Gluten also 
may be used as a stabilizing 
agent in other foods, like 
sauces and ice cream. 

Celiac disease 

Celiac disease is an autoim- 
mune disorder linked to the 
consumption of gluten. The 
Celiac Disease Foundation says 
the disease affects one in 100 
people across the globe. 

When those with celiac dis- 
ease eat foods that contain 
gluten, their bodies see the pro- 
tein as a foreign invader. As a 
result, the body mounts an 
immune system response and

ease is hereditary. A person 
with a first-degree relative, 
meaning a parent, child or sib- 
ling, with celiac disease has a 
one in 10 risk of developing 
celiac themselves, according to 
the CDF. 

Gluten sensitivity 

When consuming gluten, a 
person with gluten sensitivity 
or intolerance does not experi- 
ence symptoms as severely as 
one who has celiac disease 
does. For example, those with 
sensitivity do not experience 
small intestine damage. or 
develop the autoantibodies 
found in the tissue of those with 
celiac disease. 

A research team led by celi- 
ac expert Alessio Fasano, MD, 
discovered that gluten sensitiv- 
ity is associated with an 
immune response that is very 
different from the response 
seen in celiac disease patients, 
According to the study, which 
included a four-month gluten 
challenge, individuals — with 
gluten sensitivity showed no 
signs of intestinal damage or 
increased permeability, but 
they did exhibit an increase in 
an innate immunity marker. 
This is different from the 
immune response seen in celi- 
ac disease, which is noted by 
an increase in an adaptive 
immune marker. 

Despite this, those with a 
gluten sensitivity may still 
exhibit similar symptoms. to 
celiac disease. These include
